5. Age (1) Director:-No person shall be eligible for appointment to the 
post by direct recruitment if he has not completed 30 years or has completed 
45 years of age on the Ist day of July of the year in which applications for 
appointment are invited . 

(2) Assistant Directors, (Physics, Chemistry & Biology) —No person shall be 
eligible for appointment to the post by direct recruitment if he has not com 
pleted 25 years of age and or has completed 35 years of age on the 1st day of 
July of the year in which applications for appointment to the post are 
invited 

6 . Reservation of appointment:-- The rules relating to reservation of appoint 
ments (General Rules 14 to 17 ) shall apply to the appointment by direct 
recruitment to all categories. 

7. Training : -Every person appointed by direct recruitment or by trans 
fer from any other service to any of the posts included in this service shall 
undergo a course of training , at the Central Forensic Science Laboratory, 
Calcutta for a period of six months. The period of training will not count 
for probation . 
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8. Test :-- Every person appointed to any post included in the service 
shall, within the period of probation , pass the Account Test for Executive 
Officers or Account Test (Lower) if he has not already passed the test . 

9. Probation :–Every person appointed to a category shall , on completion 
of the training be on probation for a total period of 2 years on duty within 
a continuous period of 3 years if appointed by direct recruitment or by 
transfer from any other service and for a period of one year on duty within 
a continuous period of 2 years, if appointed by promotion . 

10. Bond :-Every person appointed to a post included in the service by 
transfer or direct recruitment shall execute a bond in such form as may be 
prescribed by Government to serve the State Government, for a minimum 
period of five years, after completion of training , failing which he will be 
liable to pay sum of Rupees Five Thousand .

This is an Industrial Dispute between the Joint Personnel Manager 
(H. O ); FACT Ltd., Udyogamandal. P. O., Alwaye and the workmen of 
the above concern represented by theGeneral Secretary, FACT Employees 
Association , Udyogamandal, P. O., Alwaye over the transfer of Shri 
D. B. Nair B. No. 42-504 referred to this Court for adjudication under 
Section 10 (1 ) (c) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 (Central Act XIV of 
1947) by the Government of Kerala , in their Order , Labour and Social 
Welfare (H ) Department, G. O. Rt. No. 569 /69/LSWD , Trivandrum , 
dated 19-3-1969 

2. The case of the employees association is that Sri D. B. Nair is one 
of the oldest employees of the company : Hewas working in the category 
of Personal Assistants and was attached to the Officer on Special Duty (G ), 
on a scale of Rs. 225-15-375 with a special allowance of Rs. 75. He had also 
residential accommodation and medical Attention at concessional rates 
available at the F.A. C. T. Hospital in addition to production bonus etc. 
He had applied for leave for 2 months from 2-12-1968 to 31-1-1969 even on 
18-11-1968 to his superior officer and the leave had been duly sanctioned. 
On 

30-11-1968 order of the Marketing Manager, requiring 
Sri D. B. Nair transferred to the Marketing Division to join duty at the 
regional office at Tirnelvelly was served on him . Sri Nair was not a 
member of the Marketing Division and according to the employees associa 
tion , Marketing Division is entirely a different organisation with separate 
and independent finance, recruitment policy , service conditions etc. Further 
according to the employees association , the service conditions at the time 
of the recruitment of Sri D. B. Nair did not contemplate any transfer. 
The employees association contends that this transfer is an unfair labour 
practice and an attempt to victimize Sri D. B. Na ir . 

3. The case of the management is that there is nothing irregular or 
illegal in transferring Sri D. B.Nair to the Marketing Division at Thirnel 
velly and the allegation that this is a case of victimization is also not 
correct. The parties put in their respective statements on the lines indicated 
above. 

4. Today when the case was taken up , a memorandum of settlement 
shown as annexure to this award is filed by the parties to the dispute 
settling the matter out of Court. The employees association does not contest 
the case. As the matter has been settled out of Court, there is no industrial 
dispute now for adjudication before this Court. An award is passed 
accordingly . 

This award will come into force on the expiry of 30 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette .

This is an Industrial Dispute between Messrs Travancore Chemicals and 
Manufacturing Co. Ltd., Kundara and the workmen of the above concern 
represented by the Travancore Chemicals Staff Association , Kundara over 
the distribution of work among Supervisors referred to this Court for 
adjudication under Section 10 ( 1) (c ) of the Industrial Disputes Act, 1947 
(Central Act XIV of 1947) by the Government of Kerala, in their order, 
Labour and SocialWelfare ( H ) Department, G. O. Rt. No. 1213 /69./LS :VD 
Trivandrum , dated 6-6-1969. 

2. In pursuance of nocice issued , the parties put in their respective 

3. The Travancore Chemicals Staff Association , Kundara submits 
that the Travancore Chemical and Manufacturing Co. Ltd., Kundara is a 
concern manufacturing potassium chlorate. Originally there were only 
four cell lines each line consisting of 68 to 70 drums and lids for electrolysis 
process and subsequently in 1963 themanagement has expanded the factory 
by installing a new plant and started two addit.onal cell lines afresh 
for the functioning of which 16 new workers were also recruited to work 
these lines. When there were only 4 lines, 6 supervisors and one paid 
apprentice were loking after these lines. Aficr the opening of the addi 
tional two lines, the very same number of supervisors are put to the burden 
of the working of all the mechanical and electrical 
machineries in the 6 lines besides supervising the work of the newly recruited 
16 workers . As a result of this the workload of supervisors had increased to 
a considerable extent. The management of the above concern subsequently 
promoted two of the supervisors as Assistant Managers and they were 
absorbed in the managerial s aff . As a result of this, the number of 
supervisory staff had beer reduced to five from seven with the result, the, 
workload of the above mentioned supervisors had considerably increased . 
According to the union , this amounts to a change in the condition of service 
of the supervisors namely M /s. A. Vincent Raj. S. Narayana Pillai, 
N.Ganapathy, S. Surendran and N. Padmanabhan , and there is an increase 
of workload as far as the above mentioned supervisors are concerned . It is 
submitted by the union that the managementmay be directed to make an 
extra payment at the enhanced rate of 25 % over and above the consolidated 
wages to cach of the supervisors from the date of the opening of two new 
lines. It is further requested that themanagement may be directed to bring 
down the increased workload of the supervisors to the level as it remained 
prior to the starting ofthe two new lines. 

4. Today when the case was taken up, the parties put in a joint 
petition stating that the matter has been settled out of Court. The staff 
association cioes not contest the case . As such it is een that there is no 
industrial dispute now for adjudication belore this Court, as the parties 
have settled the matter out of Court. An award is passed accordingly . 

This award will come into force on the expiry of 0 days after its 
publication in the Government Gazette.

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The Industrial Dispute between the above parties was referred to this 
Tribunal for adjudication by Government as per G. O. Rt. No. 1915 /69 / 
LSWD dated 7-10-1969. The issues reſerved for adjudication are as follows: 
1. Revision of Wages . 

Bonus for the year 1968. 
Pursuant to summons the parties appeared and the Union submitted the 
claim statement in which it was contended as follows: 

Messrs. Jacob Engineering Works is a major industrial concern in 
Trivandrum , doing steel farbrications etc., and with subsidiary establishments 
like Jacob Steel fabrications etc. This concern is in existence for the last 
20 years and was making huge profits every year. 

The Union has placed a charter of demands before the Management, 
claiming wages at the rates fixed by the I.R. C. for Engineering Workers and 
16 2 / 3 % of the total earnings as bonus for the year 1968. In spite of the . 
repeated interventions of the Labour Department, the Management 
adamant in their refusal and so the inatter is referred for adjudication . 

The Union concluded with a prayer that their claims may he uphele! 
and an award passed . 

The Management in their reply statement have contended as under : 

Messrs. Jacob s Engineering Works is not a major Industrial concern and 
Tacob s Steel Febrications is not a subsidiary establishment of the same. It is 
ncorrect to say that the concern is making huge profits. 

Issue: - No. 1. The Wage Rates paid to the workmen at present are very 
reasonable and have compared very favourably with the wage rates prevail. 
ing in other similar industries in the locality. The workmen are really not 
dissatisfied with the existing wage rates. 

2. The payment of Bonus Act is not applicable to the Management 
concern and as such no bonus at all is payable to the workers. Yet the 
Management has already paid onemonth wages as bonus for the year 1968 , 
in order to promote contentment among the workmen and the workmen 
had accepted the same in full and final settlement of their claim for bonus 
without any protest at all. Therefore, the workmen are not entitled to get 
any further amount towards bonus. 
The Management concluded with a prayer that an award 

may be 

pas. 
sed rejecting the claims of the Union . 

Although the Union s representative submitted that a replication is 
being filed , neither the replication was filed nor the representative of the 
Union was present on all the subsequent adjournments of the case. There 
fore, the Union was declared exparty and the case was posted for exparty 
evidence and hearing. Again the Union was absent without any reason 
whatsoever and su the exparty order against the Union was made absolute .

Thereafter the Management submitted an affidavit in which they 

have 
affirmed that bonus matter was settled with the workmen and that they 
are not entitled to get any revision of wages . 

Since the Union did not care to proceed with the case, I hold that there 
is no subsisting dispute between the parties and so dismiss the reference. The 
award is passed accordingly .

No. 2 - WHEREAS certain rules further to amend the Dangerous Drugs 
( Import, Export and Transhipment) Rules , 1957, were published as required 
by sub-section (1) of section 36 of the Dangerous Drugs Act, 1930 (2 of 1930 ) 
atpages 768-769 of the Gazette of India , Part II, Section 3, Sub -section (i), 
dated the 21st February, 1970, under the notification of the Government of 
India in the Ministry of Finance (Department of Revenue and Insurance)

JUDGMENT 
This Election Petition concerns the Angamali Assembly Constituency . 
The second respondent is the returned candidate. Besides him the peti 
tioner and the first respondent also contested the election . Pe itiuner was a 
Cand date of the Congress Party under the presidents ip of Mr. Jagajivan 
ram , the first respondent of the Kerala Congress and the second respondent 
of the Communist Party of India (Marxist ). The poll was held on Septem 
ber 17th , 1970 and counting the succ eding day. It na in th : Gover ment 
High School at Alwaye t at the countil g took pla : c. The second respond 
ent securd 26,626 vores as against his nearer rival, the petitioner who 
secured 25,320 votes . The first respondentsecured only 7,653 vitis. 
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2. It is under section 100 (1 ) (b ) and ( d ) of the Representation of the 
People Act, 43 of 1951 , hereinafter referred to as the Act , on the grounds 
that corrupt practice was committed and that there was improper reception , 
reſusal and rejection of vores and non -compliance with the provisions of the 
Constitution , the Act, and the rules and orders made under it that the 
election petitioner has been filed . 

3. Several corrupt practices are levelled against the second respondent. 
Voters were conveye i to and from polling stations in motor vehicleswhich 
were hired or procured by him or his election agent or other persons with 
their consent. Corrupt practices were also committed in his interesis by his 
agents at polling broth Nos. 47 and 48 situated at a place where the acti 
vities of the Plantation workers Union of which the second respondent is 
the President, are carried on . The members of that Union with the know 
ledge or consent of the second respondent intimidated supporters of the 
pe itioner, threatened physical injuries to the polling agents of the petitioner 
and prevent d them from being inside the polling boo hs during polling and 
prevented voters who wanted to vote for him from polling votes. 

4. The result of the election has been materially affected by non - com 
pliance with the provisions of the Constitution, the Act and the rules and the 
orders made under the Act. Although by notification issued by the Election 
Commissioner propaganda work of the candidates had to cease 36 hours 
before the commencement of the poll, supporters of the second respondent 
freely violated it . 

ro . on 15-9-1970 atThrikanikavu in 
Srim ulanagar Panchayat in a jeep , K. L. Q. 5846 , belonging to the Planta 
tion Workers Union , and fitted with loudspeaker and mike they carried on 
active propaganda for the second respondent. Police took the jeep into 
custody. They also took action for infringement of the election laws. 

5. At or about 8 p . m . on 15-9-1970 supporters of the second respon 
dent held a public meeting with mike and loud speaker at Mangottukara . 
The seco d respondent and the Vice President of the Angamali Panchayat 
spoke at the meeting. A vehicle, K. L. R. 8896 , was at the time used for 
propaganda. 

6. Persons who were dead and who were out of station were impersona 
ted by others who voted for the second respondent. 

7. Several votes polled for the second respondentwere by persons who 
had not attained 21 years of age as on the qualifying date January, 1st 1970. 

8. Persons whose names were by mistake entered in the electoral rolls 
in more than one place polled their voies for the second respondent in more 
than one place. 

9. Invalid votes marked on the face of the ballot papers were counted 
s valid votes for the second respondent and valid votes for the petitioner 
were rejected as invalid. 

10. In the processes of counting several ille alities were committed . 
It was the same hall that was used for the counting for the Parliamentary 
Constituency also. The Counting hall was not spacious enough to accommo 
date candidates, their election and counting agents and counting staff. Even 
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random checking of counting by the counting staff was not made and 
that was impossible also . Whenever miscount was found counting agents of 
the pe itioner protested but they were all ignored by the counting staff. The 
Returning Officers illegully delegated to his clerk the function of supervision 
and checking. Several bundles of fifties of ballot papers marked on the face 
of them for the petitioner were mixed up with bundles of fifties made out 
for the second respondent. Votesmirked for the petitioner were tied up in 
bundles of fifties made out for the second respondent. More than 50 votes 
marked on ballot papers for the petitioner were tied up as bundles of 
fifties for the petitioner. Less than 50 ballot papers were tied up in the 
bundles of fifties made out for the second respondent. 

11. As soon as the Returning Officer announced the total number of 
votes polled by each can lidate the petitioner filed an application before him 
for recount. The Returning Officer rejected it without assigning valid 
reasons, 

12. It was on these allegations that the petitioner praved for recount 
and scrutiny and declaring him as duly elected after setting aside the election 
of the second respondent. 

13. The second respondent alone contested the petition . He conten 
ded that the election petition was incompetent. He denied the allegations 
made in the petition about corrupt practice. He also denied non -compliance 
with the provisions of the Constitution or the Act or the rules and orders 
made ualer it.. According to him there was no improper refusal or rejection 
of valid votes or reception of void votes, the counting hall was spacious 
enough to accommodate all persons inside it , the counting was properly 
made, the application for recount was rejected on valid grounds and the 
petitioner was not entitled to any of the reliefs he had prayed for . 

14. The following issues were raised for trial. 

( 1) Whether the election petition is maintainable ? 

(2 ) Whether the counting hall was spacious enough to accommodate 
the persons inside ? 

(3 ) Whether there was confusion inside the counting hall on account 
of counting taking place simultaneously for the Mukundapuram Parliamen 
tary and Ankamali Assembly Constituencies ? 

(4 ) Whether there were proper facilities in the counting hall for 
checking and counting of votes ? 

(5 ) Whether the Returning Officer illegally delegated his function 
supervisio 1 and checking to his clerk ? 

(6 ) Whether the Returning Officer did not check up the bundles of 
fifties taken to him by the Counting Supervisors ? 

(7 ) Whether bundles of fifties marked for the petitioner were mixed 
up with the bundles of fifties marked for the second respondent ? 

(8) Whether valid votes of the petitioner were tied up in bundles of 
fifties made out for the second respondent ? 
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(9) Whether more than 50 votes were tied up in the bundles of Aſties 
made out for the petitioner ?

(29 ) Is the petitioner entitled to scrutiny and recount? 

(30) Is he entitled to all or any of the reliefs he has payed for in the 
petition ? 

(91) What is to be the order as to costs ? 

15. Issue No. 1. -As this issue was not pressed by the second respon 
dent s counsel it is fou nd in favour of the petitioner. 

16. Issues 2 to 16, 27 and 29. - While the petitioner examined as Pw . I 
said that the size of the counting hall was 60 x 20 the second respondent 
who was examined as Dw . I said that it was 110 x 18 . of them "DV, 1 
actually measured the dimensions of the hall before he deposed in court . IC 
has also come in evidence that five classes were being held in hat hall in the 
school. It must certainly be a big hall. There were altogether only 30 
counting tables in the ball , 15 for the Assembly Constituency and an equal 
number for the Parliamentary Constituency. Neither the Returning 
Officer nor any member of his staff has been examined in the case . 
Except the bald assertion on the part of Pw . I and his election agent 
who was examined as Pw . 6 on which it is difficult to place reliance there 
is nothing to substantiate any of the matters covered by these issues. Hence 
these issues are found against the petitioner. 

17. Issues 17 , 20 and 22. - These issues are also found against the peti . 
tioner as they were not pressed by his counsel. 

18. Issue No. 18.- Exts . P3, P4 and P7 to P16 are marked electoral 
rolls. In his chief-examination Pw . 13 , the polling agent of the petitioner 
för polling booth No. 53, spoke about the names of 22 persons having been 
entered more than once in the electoral rolls. In his Cross - examination he 
admitted that out of them he koew only three and that with regard to others 
his information was only hearsay . It is seen from the evidence with regard to 
those thice persons that their names were entered twice in te electoral rolls 
and that they voted al o twice. But there is nothing to show hat the voted 
for the second respondent. I find that the names ofthree persons 
entered twice in the electoral rolls and that they all voted twice. To this 
extent alone I find this issue in favour of the petitioner. In all other respects 
it is found against him . 
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19. Issue No. 19. - Of Pws. 9 and 10 examined to prove the matters 
covered by this issue Pw.9 is the Superintendent of the Athirappally estate 
and Pw . 10 the Parakkadavu Village Officer . The evidence of Pw . 9 shows 
that on the date of election his wife was out of station . Ext. P4, the marked 
electoralroll for polling booth No. 48 , shows that ag #inst her naine there is 
a mark to indicate that she had voted . In the circumstances it has to be 
held that she was impersonatel by some other person at the time of voting 
but there is nothing to show whether it was in favour of the second respon 
dent that the voting took place. 

20. Pw . 10 deposed that Sekharan Kunjunni and Ratnamma 
Kochuraman , two persons mentioned in the electoral rolls for the Kurumas 
sery polling booth , died before the election . Wih regard to Sekharan 
Kunjunni what he deposed was that one Kurup Vaidyan showed him the 
death certificate ofone Sekharan Kunjunni and that it was from that that he 
learned that Sekharan Kunjunny had died before the election . Kurup 
Vaidyan has not been examined and a copy of the certificate his not ben 
produced in the case. There is no knowing whether Sekharan Kunjunny 
referred to in the death certificate shown to Pw . 10 is the same person whose 
name has been entered in the clectoral rolls for Kurumassery booth . As 
regards RatnammıKochuraman Pw . 10 himself admitted that his informa. 
tion about her death was only hearsay . I find that Pw.9 s wife was imper 
Sonated at the time of polling by someperson . To that extent alone This 
issue is found in favour of the petitioner. In all other respects it is found 
against him . 

21. Issues 21 and 23.--According to the petitioner Pws. 8 and 11 were 
intended to be his polling agents at polling booths Nos. 47 and 48, which 
were in the plantation area , and at the instance of the second respondent 
his supporters prevented them from going to those polling booths and 
functioning here as polling agents. Both Pws. 1 and 6 admitted that their 
information that Pws. 8 and 11 were prevented from going to the polling 
booths was only hearsay . Pws. 8 and 11 said that on the date of election 
they started from Manjapra by 4.30 a . m . The distance from there to the 
two pollingboths by road was only 9 to 10 miles. Instead of going that 
way they took a circuitous route . i hey went by a footpath about 3 ft . wide. 
The distance from Manjapra to the polling booths through that way was 
about 15 miles. When they had by 5.30 p . m . covered a distance of about 
10 miles they were stopped by five or eight persoas of whom they could 
identify only Dw . 5 . Those persons surrounded them and they were 
wrongfully restrained there like that till about 2.30 p . m . If they are to 
be believed , within one hour they covered a distance of about 10 miles by 
walking and they were farting till about 2.30 p . m . According to them 
Pw . 6 had given them the necessary money for their expenses . According to 
Pw . 11 Pw . 6 had give him instructions also as to what he should do as the 
petitioner s polling agent. The evidence of Pw . 6 shows that he had no 
dii cct knowledge that Pws. 8 and 11 were polling agents of the petitioner, 
Although Pw . 8 and 11 deposed that five to eight persons wrongfully confined 
them and that as regards their names they knew only that of Dw . 5 the 
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evidence of Pw . I shows that they mentioned to him the names of four or 
five of such persons. Admittedly Pws. 8 and never complained to the 
police about the wrongful confinement. Although the wrongful confinement 
was over by 2.30 p . m . they did not tel! Pws. 1 and 6 about it that day . 
The evidence of Pw . 5 , the Presiding Officer for polling booth No. 48 , shows 
that on the date of election two persons really went to him saying that they 
were the polling agents of the petitioner for polling booth No. 47 and that 
he directed them to polling booth No. 41. Although he could not say 
whether it was for the Parliamentary or Assembly Constituency the evidence 
of Pw . 4 , the polling officer of polling booth No. 17, shows that one polling 
agent of the Congress Party under the Presidentship of Mr. Jagajecvarram 
was really present in polling booth No. 47. Where corrupt practice is 
alleged Section 83 of the Act requires that as full a statementwas possible of 
the names of the parties alleged to have committed the corrupt practices and 
the date and place of commission of each such practice should be mentioned 
in the Election Petition and that that should be accompanied by an affidavit 
in the prescribed form in support of the allegation of corrupt practice and 
particulars thereof. The election petition in this case and the affidavit in 
support of it are silent about the particular persons who were prevented 
from going to polling booths 47 and 48 , the persons who prevented from 
them going to the polling booths and the place and time of occurrence. 
What is stated in the petition is that the polling agents of the petitioner 
were not allowed to be inside the polling stations during the process of 
polling. What is sought to be brought out in evidence is that two persons 
were wrongíully restrained at a place about five miles away from the 
polling booths. 

22. There is no dout that the version put forward by Pw . 8 and 11 
about their having been wrongfully restrained by Dw . 5 and some others is 
false. Issues 21 and 23 are found against the petitioucr . 

23. Issue No. 24. - According to the petitioner the rule that prop ganda 
work of the candidates had to cease 36 hours before the election was freely 
violated by the second respondent and his supporters by taking out a proces 
sion and holding a meeting . Pws. 1 and 6 admitted that they had only 
hearsay information about the matters covered by this issue. Pw . 3 is a 
teacher in school. He said that a procession was taken cut by the supporters 
of the second respondent at 6 p.m. on 15-9-1970 through the road near the 
Kovilekam of Dw . 6 , that as soon as he saw it he informed the Kalady Police 
about it by phone, that within 15 minutes police came to the place and that 
after a talk between the police officers and the leaders of the procession the 
shouting of slogans by the processionists was stopped . Pw . 7, the convener 
of the panchayat election committee of the petitioner, deposed that he was 
also at the time with Pw . 3. It was when Pws . 3 and 7 were in the 
Kovilakam of Dw. 6 for giving him slip containing details regarding his 
polling booth that they are said to have seen the moving of the procession 
through the road close to the kovilkam . Dw . 6 admitted that Pws. 3 and 7 
had really cometo the Kovilkam by 6.30 p . m . on September 15th but he 
denied any procession having been taken out that day through the road near 
the kovilakam . He is a lecturer in the college at Kalady and he was in his 
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house the whole day. There is absolutely no reason to doubt the veracity 
of his evidence. Pw . 2 is a head constable of the Kalady Pol ce Station who 
came to the place at 7 p . m . on September 15th . His evidence shows that 
when he cameto the place no procession was there. When specifically asked 
as to whether any meeting was held there he answered in the negative. He 
also denied any jeep having been seized and taken to the police station , 

24. During evidence it was attempted to be made out that a meeting 
was held at Thrikkanikavu pursuant to the hand-bill, Ext. P2. Dw . i 
deposed that no meeting was actually held although a hand-bill was issued. 
None who attended that meeting has been examined in this case . Pw.2 
denied a meeting having been held when he went theie. There is no 
allegation in the Election Petition that a meeting was held there . 

25. As regards the alleged meeting at Mangottukara Pw . 12 a brother 
of Dw . 3 , deposed that it started at 7.30 p . m . under the presidentship of 
one Ouseph , a non - party man of the locality, that about 300 persons 
attended it and that it ended by 8.30 p . m . He is a supporter of the 
peticioner. The petitioner and Dw . 3 are respectively the President and 
Vice President of the Ankamali Panchayat. Dw . 2, whose tea shop faces the 
ground where the meeting is alleged to have been held , and Dws. 1 and 3 
ad.nitted that a meeting was held there but they said that that was over by 
4 p.m. that day. Pws. 1 and 6 have no direct knowledge about that 
meeting . Ouseph has not been examined I believe Pw . 2 and Dws. I to 3 
and 6 , disbelieve Pws. 3, 7 and 12 and find issue No. 24 against the 
petitioner. 

Issue No. 26. - Of Pws. 6 and 13 examined to substantiate the facts 
covered by this issue Pw . 6 only said that when he was going in a car he saw 
once, persuns being taken in lorries and buses at a place 10 to 12 miles away 
from polling booths 47 and 48. When asked as to who they were he 
pretended ignorance. Pw . 13, a polling agent of the petitioner in booth 
No. 53 , said that three persons after having voted in polling booth No. 52 
went away with 47 others in a lorry , K. Q. 3331, to a polling booth in 
the plantation area . Pws. 6 and 13 did not say that the lorries and buses were 
those hire or procured by the second respondent or his agint or any other 
person with their consent or in the interests of the second respondent. 
i find issue No. 26 also against the petitioner. 

27. Issue Nos. 25 and 28. - For Section 100 (1 ) (b ) of the Act to apply 
the corrupt practice committed should be by the returned candidate or his 
cle :uon agent or any other person with the consent of the returned candidate 
or his election agent. Evidence is wanting in this case to show that any of 
the corrupt practices alleged was committed by the second respondent or his 
election agent or any other person with their consent. 

23. Corrupt practice to come under Section 100 (1) (d ) need only have 
been conmitted in The interest of the resuined candidate but it should be by 
his agent other than the election agent. The corrupt practices alleged are 
that Pws. 8 and 11 were preveuted from going to polling booths 17 and 
48 functioning there as polling agents and that motor vehicles were used for 
taking voters to and from polling stations . 
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29. There is no averment in the petition that the persons who wrong. 
fully restrained Pws. 8 and 11 were ageuts of the second respondent. It is 
true that Dw . 5 , one of ihe persons sa.d to have wrongfully restrained Pws. 8 
and 11, was the counting agent of the second respondent. But counting took 
place only the next day after the election . At the time of the polling he 
was not an agent. 

30. Section 123 of the Act deals with corrupt practice. Explanation 
(1) o Section 123 (1) (7) reads as follows: 

" In this section the expression " agent” includes an election 
agent, a polling agent and any person who is held to have 
act d as an agent in connection with the election with the 

consent of the ca cidate ." 
It is an inclusive definition of an agent . If one is not an election 
agent or polling agent for him to be trcate as a candidate s agent it is 
nece: sary, according to the Explanation, that he should have acted with the 
consent of the candidate . The mere fact that some persons assist a candidate 
or that they support him does not by itself make them his agents. In an 
election each candidate may have his own sympathisers and well-wishers and 
by the mere fact of their being his sympathisers and well-wishers they cannot 
be considered his agents. For a person to be considered as an agent of a 
particular can idate he should have been employed by the candidate in 
connection with the election . Employment s essential for his being treated as 
an agent. The mere fact that on the next day after the election he was 
appointed as a counting agent of a candidate dois not make him an agent of 
that candidate on the date of the election . Therefore ev. n if Dw . 5 
wrongfully restrained Pw . 8 and 11 as alleged by the petitioner that act of 
his cannot attract Section 100 ( 1) (a )(ii) of the Act because Dw . 5 was not an 
agent of the second respondent on the dati of election . 

31. As regar .s motor vehicle alleged to have been hired or procured 
there is no evidence to show that they were hired or procured by the second 
res ondent or his election agent or any other person with their consent or by 
an agent of the second respondent in his interests. 

32. For an clection being set aside u der Section 100 (1) ( d ) corrupt 
practice cummitted should have materially affected the result of the election 
also . Even if Pws. 8 and 11 were prevented from acting as polling agents of 
the petitio ter in polling booths 47 and 48 one fails to understand how it 
would have affected the result of the election . The only irregularities proved 
are that votes were cast twice by three person and Pw . 9 s wife was imper 
sonated by someone at the timeofpolling . They can all be taken as invalid 

But even then that has not in any way affected the result of the 
election because the difference in the number of votes received by the second 
respondent and the petitioner was 1306. Hence issues 25 and 28 are found 
against the petitioner . 

33. Issues 30 and 31. - In the result this petition is dismissed with costs 
to the second respondent. Advocate s fee Rs. 250 .
